Record  number  of  graduates  for  100th  Commencement 


When  another  record  class  of  218 
graduating  seniors  form  in 
procession  for  PC's  100th  Commence- 
ment on  May  8,  they  will  share  the 
spotlight  with  two  noted  alumni  and  the 
current  Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

The  Very  Reverend  John  Mclntyre, 
now  completing  his  year's  term  as 
elected  head  of  the  mother  church  of 
Presbyterianism  in  America,  is  scheduled 
to  preach  the  morning  baccalaureate 
sermon  (10:30)  in  Beik  Auditorium. 

And  the  day-long  exercises  will  close 
with  the  main  address  by  alumnus 
Neely  D.  McCarter,  president  of  the 
Pacific  School  of  Religion.  This  program 
is  set  for  4:15  p.m.  in  Templeton  Physical 
Education  Center  to  assure  ample 
seating  for  families  and  friends  of  the 
graduates. 

McCarter  also  will  receive  an  honorary 
doctor  of  letters  degree  at  that  time; 
and  alumnus  William  J.  McCord,  director 
of  the  South  Carolina  Commission 
on  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse,  an 
honorary  doctor  of  humanities. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  will  preside 
over  the  occasion.  He  will  be  assisted 
by  trustee  chairman  W.  Frank 
Harrington,  senior  minister  of  Atlanta's 
Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church,  in  the 
presentation  of  honorary  and  bacca- 
laureate degrees. 

The  baccalaureate  degrees  to  218 
men  and  women  surpasses  the  previous 
high  of  201  graduates  who  received 
diplomas  at  1982  Commencement. 
This  year  also  marks  the  100th  anniver- 
sary for  graduating  exercises  here.  The 
first  was  held  on  July  5-6,  1883,  when 
then  Clinton  College  bestowed  degrees 
on  three  women  graduates. 

The  full  day  of  activity  will  start  with 
the  9  a.m.  ceremony  for  commissioning 
ROTC  graduates  as  Army  reserve  officers. 

Dr.  Neely  McCarter,  a  1950  graduate 
of  Presbyterian  College,  has  served  as 
president  of  the  Pacific  School  of 
Religion  in  Berkeley,  Calif.,  since  1979. 
He  is  a  native  of  Gastonia,  N.  C,  whose 
career  in  theological  education  has  ^ 
established  him  as  an  influential  leader 
in  this  field.  Before  moving  west.  Dr. 
McCarter  spent  six  years  as  dean  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia 


and  a  total  of  13  years  (1966-79)  as 
professor  of  Christian  education  there. 
Earlier,  he  taught  for  five  years  at 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary  after 
five  years  as  the  Presbyterian  pastor 
at  the  University  of  Florida. 

The  holder  of  theological  degrees 
from  both  Columbia  and  Union 
seminaries,  McCarter  went  on  to  Yale 
University  to  earn  his  MA  and  PhD 
credentials.  He  has  been  an  active 
leader  in  the  work  of  the  Presbyterian 


William  Plumer  Jacobs  Society 

Neely  McCarter  also  will  speak  at 
the  second  annual  dinner  of  the 
William  Plumer  Jacobs  Society, 
scheduled  for  the  evening  prior  to 
the  Commencement  program. 

This  society,  named  for  PC's 
founder,  honors  that  special  group 
of  generous  supporters  who  have 
contributed  $100,000  or  more  to 
the  college.  Five  new  members  will 
be  inducted  into  the  group  this 
year,  bringing  the  total  to  49. 


Association  of  Theological  Schools.  He 
also  is  the  author  of  three  books  and 
co-author  of  a  fourth. 

Jerry  McCord,  a  1954  PC  graduate,  is 
being  cited  in  recognition  of  his 
outstanding  service  as  director  of  the 
Commission  on  Alcohol  and  Drug 
Abuse  since  1963.  A  native  of  Clarendon 
County,  he  has  gained  a  national 
reputation  in  this  field  and  has  lectured 
on  the  subject  abroad  as  well  as  in  all 
50  states  of  the  nation.  His  distinctions 


include  being  elected  three  times  as 
president  of  the  Alcohol  and  Drug 
Problems  Association  of  North  America 
and  once  as  president  of  the  Council 
of  State  and  Territorial  Alcoholism 
Authorities. 

McCord  earned  his  master's  degree 
in  public  health  from  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  and  went  on  for 
specialized  training  at  the  Yale 
Summer  School  of  Alcohol  Studies. 
When  he  returned  to  South  Carolina  as 
education  director  of  the  Commission 
on  Alcoholism  in  1959,  he  was  the  first 
full-time  professional  on  the  staff.  His 
work  since  that  time  has  made  the 
state  agency  a  model  for  the  nation, 
authorities  in  the  field  indicate. 

Dr.  John  Mclntyre's  appearance  will 
mark  the  second  time  in  four  years 
that  a  Presbyterian  Moderator  of 
Scotland  has  preached  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  here— Dr.  John  R.  Gray  having 
come  over  in  1980  to  help  PC  celebrate 
its  Centennial. 

For  the  past  27  years.  Dr.  Mclntyre 
has  been  professor  of  divinity  at  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  from  which  he 
received  MA,  BD  and  DLitt  degrees. 
He  also  has  served  there  as  acting 
principal  and  vice-chancellor  twice 
and  as  dean  of  the  divinity  faculty  and 
principal  of  New  College  for  six  years 
(1968-74).  Before  joining  the  Edinburgh 
faculty,  he  spent  from  1946  to  1956  as 
professor  and  principal  at  St.  Andrew's 
College  of  the  University  of  Sydney 
(Australia)  and  more  recently  taught 
for  a  year  as  visiting  professor  at 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary.

Three  administrative  officers  of 
Presbyterian  College  now  serve  as 
vice-presidents  in  positions  newly 
created  by  President  Orr  and  the  trustees 
"in  recognition  of  their  roles  of  major 
leadership." 

They  are:  Donald  A.  King,  vice- 
president  for  academic  affairs;  James  F. 
Dickenson,  vice-president  for  financial 
development;  and  Ben  Hay  Hammet, 
vice-president  for  college  relations. 

A  fourth  vice-presidency,  for 
administration  and  planning,  will  be 
filled  later.  Dr.  Orr  said.  He  added  that 
changes  in  the  administrative  organiza- 
tion "will  serve  to  clarify  relationships 
as  well  as  serve  the  need  for  better 
administrative  coordination." 

Continuing  to  serve,  along  with  the 
three  vice-presidents,  as  administrative 
officers  in  the  new  set-up  are  Treasurer 
Frank  A.  Mumford,  Dean  of  Students 
Joseph  O.  Nixon  and  Associate  Dean  of 
Students  Martha  Anne  Green. 

Don  King  has  served  as  academic 
dean  at  PC  since  1978,  after  four  years 


as  dean  of  the  School  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  at  Mississippi  University  for 
Women.  He  had  been  professor  of 
mathematics  and  department  head  there 
for  ten  years  prior  to  that  and  earlier 
was  on  the  Clemson  University  faculty, 
1955-64.  A  Covington,  Ky.,  native,  he 
holds  his  BA  degree  from  Hanover 
College,  his  MS  from  Purdue  and  his 
PhD  from  Peabody  College. 

Jim  Dickenson,  an  ordained  Presby- 
terian minister,  joined  the  PC 
development  office  in  1975  and  became 
its  director  four  years  later.  He  came  to 
the  college  from  his  position  as 
executive  coordinator  and  treasurer  of 
the  Synod  of  the  Southeast.  He  had 
held  this  responsibility  for  two  years 
after  serving  as  minister  of  the  Athens 
(Ga.)  Central  Church  (1964-73)  and 
before  that  pulpits  in  Dillon,  S.  C,  and 
Fairmont,  N.  C.  Dickenson  is  a  Harlan, 
Ky.,  native  who  holds  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Kentucky  and  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia.

A  larger  budget  and  increased  fees 


Trustees  have  approved  tentatively  a 
record  $8  million  budget  for  the 
1983-84  fiscal  year  and  raised  fees  by 
$500  for  the  two  semesters  of  the  next 
session  which  begins  in  the  fall. 

The  budget  will  be  reappraised  at  the 
November  board  meeting  (after  the 
year's  enrollment  is  set)  and  given  final 
approval  at  that  time. 

With  the  fee  hike,  the  total  cost  for 
PC's  1983-84  academic  year  is  $6,750  for 
a  resident  student  paying  full  tuition, 
room  and  board.  This  amount  compares 
to  $6,250  for  the  current  session.  The 
need  to  meet  the  cost  of  modest  faculty 
salary  increases  and  larger  projected 
utility  bills  (up  14  percent)  was  cited  as 
the  reason  for  the  increase.  The  new 
fee  structure  includes  these  charges: 

Tuition:  K240 

Food  Services:  1,170 

Room:  1,000 

General  Fee:  340 

Full  cost  for  a  "day"  student, 
responsible  for  tuition  and  general  fee, 
now  becomes  $4,580. 

"We  regret  having  to  raise  our  fees," 
President  Orr  said,  "but  the  new  charges 
will  be  in  line  with  those  of  other  private 
colleges  in  South  Carolina  and  below 
most  of  our  colleagues  in  other  states. 
Additional   financial   aid  will   be  made 


available  to  students  who  may  need  help."

Summer  camps  in  basketball  and  tennis 
will  be  held  at  PC  again  this  year  for 
boys  and  girls  ages  7  through  17.

Broad  selection  offered 
in  1983  summer  school 

Fifty-one  courses  in  20  areas  of  study, 
including  three  two-week  workshops, 
will  be  offered  in  PC's  1983  summer 
school. 

The  first  term  is  scheduled  for  June  6- 
July  8;  the  second  term,  July  11- 
August  12.  A  maximum  seven  semester 
hours  may  be  earned  in  each  regular 
term. 

Workshop  courses  and  three  regular 
courses  may  be  taken  for  graduate 
or  undergraduate  credit  in  the  field 
of  education,  and  special  grants  are 
available  to  elementary  and  secondary 
school  teachers  who  may  be  interested. 
The  workshop  courses  are:  "Middle 
School  Organization  and  Curriculum" 
(June  6-17);  "Advanced  Methods  of 
Teaching  Elementary  Mathematics" 
(June  7-20);  and  "The  Teaching  of 
Reading"  (June  23-July  7). 

The  summer  program  of  regular 
coursework  has  offerings  in  art,  biology, 
chemistry,  computer  science,  eco- 
nomics, education,  English,  history, 
mathematics,  military  science,  music, 
philosophy,  physical  education,  political 
science,  psychology,  religion,  special 
education,  speech,  sociology  and 
statistics. 

Two  pre-term  courses,  accelerated 
into  five  days,  are  scheduled  for  May  30- 
June  3 — the  week  before  regular 
summer  school  begins.  These  courses 
are  "Environmental  Pollution"  and 
"Recreation  Leadership  in  Christian 
Education." 


Annual  Giving  celebrates  its  Silver 
Anniversary  in  1983  amid 
recognition  as  a  major  force  in  PC 
operations. 

A  $450,000  goal  has  been  set  by  the 
alumni  board,  and  alumni  and  friends 
everywhere  are  urged  to  join  in  making 
this  25th  birthday  observance  a 
successful  one.  By  April  20,  the  1983 
program  already  had  exceeded  $150,000 
in  quest  of  this  objective. 

Two  national  awards  have  come  to  PC 
Annual  Giving,  which  has  raised  a 
grand  total  of  $4,402,117  for  vital  college 
operations  in  the  past  24  years.  Starting 
with  $38,644  in  1959,  the  program 
increased  steadily  . . .  passed  the  $200,000 
mark  in  1973  .  .  .  and  reached  new 
heights  last  year  by  producing  $406,486. 

The  United  States  Steel  Foundation  in 
1966  presented  Presbyterian  College 
with  a  first  place  national  award  for 
improvement  in  its  Alumni  Giving 
Incentive  Awards  competition.  Ten  years 
later,  a  second  award  was  presented  in 


the  category  of  sustained  giving.  These 
most  coveted  awards  are  made  in  the 
field  of  some  2,000  colleges  and 
universities  in  cooperation  with  the 
Council  for  Advancement  and  Support 
of  Education. 

Achievements  of  Annual  Giving  also 
have  been  reflected  immediately  in  the 
remarkable  achievements  of  Presbyterian 
College  during  these  years.  The 
program  has  been  described  as  providing 
the  real  margin  of  excellence — with 
funds  going  directly  to  scholarship  aid 
for  worthy  students,  to  salary  increases 
to  ensure  a  strong  faculty,  and  to  a 
wide  range  of  crucial  equipment  and 
activities  within  the  various  departments. 

For  all  of  these  reasons,  the  alumni 
board  of  directors  felt  the  higher  1983 
goal  of  $450,000  would  meet  with 
enthusiastic  acceptance  by  non-alumni 
parents  and  friends  as  well  as  by  the 
thousands  of  alumni  who  have  shown 
such  devoted  response  to  Presbyterian 
College  needs  over  the  years. 


PC  team  to  Belgium  in  basketball  exchange  program 

Playing  European  basketball  in  May— that's  the  attractive  prospect  in  store  for  the 
Blue  Hose  team  just  off  a  21-12  season  under  Coach  Butch  Estes. 

The  PC  men  will  carry  their  game  to  Belgium,  May  17-29,  for  six  contests  against 
Division  I  collegiate-type  teams  in  five  different  cities  of  that  country.  It's  a 
program  sponsored  by  the  Council  on  International  Educational  Exchange  (New  York), 
which  will  bring  a  Belgium  team  to  PC  next  year.  Estes  said  airfare  on  Sabina 
Airlines  is  the  only  expense  involved,  and  his  players  already  have  collected  more 
than  $10,000  through  various  fund-raising  projects.

Late  textile  leader  Walter  Regnery  memorialized 
through  $415^000  gift  by  Joanna  Foundation 


A  $415,000  property  gift  to  Presbyterian 
College  by  the  Joanna  Foundation 
designates  $315,000  for  the  Walter 
Regnery  Scholarship  Fund  and  $100,000 
for  unrestricted  purposes. 

President  Orr  said  this  dollar 
evaluation  has  been  placed  on  the 
business  property  in  nearby  Joanna 
which  will  provide  regular  income  to 
underwrite  financial  aid  for  needy 
students  of  Laurens  County  and  this 
state. 

The  fund  memorializes  a  man  who 
was  a  noted  textile  leader  in  his  adopted 
state  of  South  Carolina,  a  civic  leader 
and  good  friend  of  PC.  When  he  early 
established  the  Joanna  Foundation  to 
aid  worthy  causes,  it  was  considered  an

The  Jacobs  Science-Technology  Scholar- 
ship Fund  to  aid  scientifically  oriented 
students  is  now  In  place  through  the 
generosity  of  a  donor  who  prefers  to 
remain  anonymous  and  who  plans  to 
build  the  fund  to  a  minimum  $100,000 
over  the  next  few  years. 

Established  as  part  of  the  endowment, 
the  fund  will  provide  annual  grants 
to  promising  candidates  in  PC's  pre- 
engineering,  pre-medical,  allied  health 
sciences,  mathematics  and  computer 
science  program.  Awards  normally  will 
be  made  to  incoming  freshmen  and  will 
be  renewable  for  three  additional  years 
if  good  academic  performance  is 
maintained. 

Presbyterian  College  is  widely 
recognized  by  graduate  and  professional 
schools  for  the  quality  of  its  training  in 
these  fields  as  evidenced  by  alumni 
performance.  It  has  special  dual-degree 
arrangements  in  engineering  with 
Vanderbilt,  Clemson  and  Auburn 
universities. 

The  Jacobs  Science-Technology 
Scholarship  Fund  honors  the  memory 
of  the  Rev.  William  Plumer  Jacobs, 
who  founded  PC  in  1880. 


unusual  philanthropic  step  for  the 
textile  field.  The  current  president  of 
the  Foundation  is  Mrs.  Ann  Regnery 
Smith  of  Newberry,  his  widow  now 
remarried.  And  serving  on  its  board  is 
Charleston  businessman  W.  C.  (Kit) 
Regnery,  his  son  and  1967  graduate  pf 
this  college. 

Walter  Regnery  first  came  to  Laurens 
County  in  1941  to  head  the  Joanna 
Cotton  Mills,  which  had  been  purchased 
five  years  earlier  by  Joanna  Western 
Mills  Co.  of  Chicago.  His  father,  William 
H.  Regnery,  served  as  president  of 
Joanna  Western,  manufacturers  of  fine 
shade  cloth,  and  the  South  Carolina 
subsidiary  was  added  to  ensure  the 
best  quality  control  at  ail  stages  in  the 
production  of  the  company's  expanding 
line  of  products. 

A  native  of  Hinsdale,  III.,  and  graduate 
of  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 


nology, Walter  Regnery  was  a  pioneer 
in  the  blending  of  micronaire  and 
inventor  of  the  warp  spindle  adapter 
for  the  textile  industry.  He  served  as 
president  of  the  Institute  of  Textile 
Technology  in  Charlottesville,  Va.,  and 
his  civic  leadership  earned  him  Clinton's 
"citizen  of  the  year"  citation  in  1953. 
While  active  in  the  work  of  his  Catholic 
church,  he  also  gave  generous  support 
to  the  programs  of  Presbyterian  College. 

In  1965,  Joanna  Mills  became  a  part  of 
the  present  Greenwood  Mills  group,  but 
two  divisions  of  Joanna  Western  Mills 
Co.  of  Chicago — Kaywood  and  E.  L. 
Mansure — continue  to  operate  in  Laurens 
County.  The  current  president  of  Joanna 
Western  is  Frederick  C.  Meyers,  PC 
graduate  of  1964  and  a  Regnery  nephew. 

The  Joanna  Foundation  also  has 
continued  to  function  independently  as 
a  supporter  of  worthy  causes. 


Tull  Foundation  adds  $75,000 


Another  $75,000  gift  to  Presbyterian 
College  from  the  J.  M.  Tull  Foundation 
of  Atlanta  raises  its  total  PC  support 
to  $175,000  and  establishes  the  J.  M.  Tull 
Scholars  Program  to  aid  upperclassmen. 

"This  is  a  merit  program  based  on 
superior  academic  performance  here 
and  on  leadership  potential  evidenced 
in  college-related  activities,"  President 
Orr  said.  "Awards  normally  will  be 
made  to  rising  juniors  who  have  earned 
at  least  60  semester  hours  in  residence 
at  PC."  Renewal  the  senior  year  will 
depend  upon  the  maintenance  of  a 
minimum  3.00  grade-point-ratio  for 
all  completed  work." 

President  Orr  pointed  out  that  the 
Tull  Scholars  Program  helps  meet  the 
need  for  broader  financial  assistance  to 
deserving  upperclassmen  who  have 
proved  their  competence  in  the  rigorous 
PC  agenda. 

The  Tull  Foundation  began  its  support 


of  Presbyterian  College  in  1966  with  a 
$5,000  gift  and  made  three  subsequent 
donations  to  build  the  fund  to  $100,000 
prior  to  its  latest  and  largest  contribution 
of  $75,000. 

Tull  Scholars  honor  the  memory  of 
Joseph  McKeehan  Tull,  the  man  who 
founded  the  J.  M.  Tull  Metal  and 
Supply  Co.  and  the  Tull  Foundation.  A 
native  of  Morganton,  N.  C,  he  became 
known  as  one  of  the  outstanding  leaders 
of  the  new  industrial  South.  He  directed 
his  company  as  president  from  its 
establishment  in  1914  until  1951— at 
which  time  he  stepped  up  to  board 
chairman  and  Pollard  Turman  became 
president. 

For  more  than  20  years  now,  the 
Tull  Foundation  has  supported 
charitable,  youth  and  educational  work 
in  Atlanta  and  throughout  the 
Southeast. 
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
